The docton 
state that In' their opinion unless blood 
poisoning should set In the mayor will 
recover. 
Much anxiety Is felt, for a

The shooting took place on the for- 


ward promenade deck of the ^ Kaiser 
WJlhclm der Orosse op which Gayuor 
was about to embark for a month's va- 
cation. 
It was witnessed by scores 


of men and women and many of the 
latter became hysterical. 


The bullet entered the right side of 


Oaynor's neck, taking a downward 
nnd forward course. 
He was taken 


to St. Mary's hospital, Hoboken, In 
an ambulance. 


Mayor Gaynor never lost conscious- 


ness and gave directions 
to 
those 


about him after the shooting. He sur- 
prised those at his bedside by waking 
up last night and asking for some- 
thing to cat. 


Story of the Shooting 


Twenty minutes before the Kaiser 


Wllhelm der Grotsc wn« duo to leave 
her pier In Hobokeu Gallagher walked 
up to where Gaynor was standing on 
the forward purt of thn promenade 
dock exchanging farewell groetlnss 
with friends and members of his of- 
ficial family, placed the muzzle of a 
.38-colIbre 
revolver 
about 
twelve 


Inches from the hack of Gaynor's head 
and pulled the trlSRer. 


The first cartridge failed to explode, 


but the second bullet entered the 
mayor's neck Just back of the right 
car. 
Gallagher then turned the wca- 


]Km on Robert Adamson, secretary to 
Oaynor, hut AduniKon linockod the as- 
sassin's hand In the ulr and upset \i'.; 
balance. 


Before he could recover his fool- 


Ing, the powerful (1st of "Bis Bill" 
Edwards, the former football giant 
and head of the street cleaning de- 
partment, shot out and cflnght him 
flush between the eyes, and In an- 
other Instant he was squirming on the 
deck under Edwards' massive form. 
As Edwards and Gallagher went to the 
deck the latter tried to pull the trig- 
ger of his revolver twice again, one 
of the bullets plowing through the 
fleshy part of Edwards' left arm and 
going wild. 


The actual shooting was done In a 


few seconds and It was not until the 
•persons who had been watching the 
group of officials saw Gaynor stagger 
and fall Into the arms of those around 
him and saw the struggling form of 
his would-be slayer on the .deck that 
they realized what had happened. 


Conscious and Calm 
; Passengers on the promenate deck 
surged toward the spot where Gaynor, 
a deathly pallor on his face, was 
calmly giving directions to the excited 
ones about him. When the bullet 
struck him Gaynor placed his right 
liand against the wound, swayed back 
and forth, but did not fall.

pity?" Up to a late hour last night 
he hud not asked for the name of the 
mnn \vho °l-ot l:h:i. and-those around 
his bulslde did not volunteer the in- 
formation. 


The physicians made Gaynor com- 


fortable until the arrival of an am- 
bulance from 
St. 
Mary's hospital, 


Gaynor was placed on a stretcher and 
carried down the gangplank through a 
lane of tear-stained faces. 
His head 


was swathed In bandages and his face 
wars hidden from the 
throng which 


pressed about the ambulance. 


One hour from the

played remarkable fortitude through- 
out, and only once gave those about 
him the Impression that.be thought his 
wound was fatal.

Many Message* of Sympathy 


News of the attempted assassina- 


tion plunged the city and a large part 
of the country In grief.' Messages of 
sympathy were sent to the mayor's 
office by President 
Taft, 
Theodore 


Roosevelt. Governor Hughes and oth- 
er officials prominent In the life of the 
notion. 
These messages poured 'In 


from all ports of the country, and the 
hospital officials were besieged over 
the telephone for details as to the 
mayor's condition. 


Cablegrams of sympathy were re- 


ceived from all parts of the world, 
proving that the most remote places 
hnve kept In touch with Gaynor's work 
at the city hall,

At the time of the shooting Gaynor 


was surrounded by half a dozen mem- 
bers of his official family. Rufus W. 
Gaynor, his son. was the only mem- 
ber of bis family present.

Gallagher wns arrested and ar- 


raigned before Recorder McGovern 
charged with having committed an 
"atrocious assault with Intent to kill."

Gallagher Is 58 years, of age and bad

Angclo McGlnniss. serving a ten yearj 
senU-nco for forgery in the Missouri' 
pen! tentiary.has offered to demonstrate 
his 
discovery 
to any committe of 


mathematicians Governor Hergert S. 
diadley 
may designate, if a pardon 


will be considered his just reward for 
success. His communication was sent' 
to the governor through Dr. D. J. Sim- 
pson of Clarksburg, Mo. Dr. 
Simp- 


eon says that the discovery made by 
McGinnis Is the reduction of the gen- 
eral equation of the tenth degree to 
an equation one degree lower. 


Among the discoveries claimed by 


McGinnis are:F!rst that for the gen- 
eral solution of an equation contain- 
ing literal co-efficients, there also lies 
a general logarithmic solution for its 
corresponding numerical " equation, 
thus establishing a general 
method 


for solving numerical equations by 
logarithms; second, that he has found 
the exact ratio of the diameter of a 
circle to its circumference. 


Since the time of Euclid the ratio 


has been supposed to be 3.1416 plus. 
McGinnis says be knows just what 
the "plus" is. He says he has dis- 
covered the exact root o£ all num- 
bers ana that "imperfect" 
squares 


will be no more. 
McGinnis is a de- 


scendant of John Napier, inventor of 
logarithms. 


"I 
have 
known 
McGinnis for 


years," said Professor J. M. Green- 
wood, superintendent of Kansas City 
schools. "He taught mathematics in 
a college at Wichita, Kan., and in 
southern Missouri. A book of his on 
algebra written, I am told, during a 
former term In prison, Is a marvelous 
work. But for his use of intoxicating 
liquor, thfs man Would be an inter. 
national authority. 


"Mathematicians so far never have 


been able to solve literal equations
